MRS. KELLY SPENT ALL YESTER- 
DAY AFTERNOON WITH HIM. 


He Declares That a “Friend” Provided 
. His Transportation, but Re- 
fuses to Mention Any 
Names. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.-—-The first per- 
son who greeted Mrs. Charles F. Kelly 
on her arrival in Philadelphia yesterday 
noon was Congressman-elect James J. But- 
ler, who was aiso the first to meet her 
returning husband as he alighted from the 
Celtic in New York 48 hours before. 

Butler had arrived from New York a 
short time before. 

Maurice Jacobs, Butler's business part- 
ner, who was with him, proceeded gt once 
to police headquarters to make arrange- 
ments for the interview between Kelly 
and his wife. . 

Mrs. Kelly's first words to her husband 
were, “I never thought. Charlie. that I 
wonld live to see you in prison.’ Kelly 
made no tmmediate reply. Police attaches 
retired from the room, and Mrs. Kelly 
was allowed to remain with her hvsband 
until 5 o'clock, dinner being served to 
them meanwhile in the detectives’ assem- 
bly room. 

Philadelphia has its ‘“‘gang,”’ and Kelly 
seems to have caught on with the office- 
holders. Taking into account all the special 
privileges accorded the prisoner, it would 
not be surprising if the police allowed him 
to visist his wife today at the Bingham 
House, where she is staying. 

Acting Capt. McKenty said: “Arrange- 
ments have teen made for their frequent 
meetings so long as Mrs. Kelly is in the 
city and her husband is a prisoner here. 

I get my instructions from those higher 
up. What did Butler say% Well, I did not 
know !}' Butler. The man who came to 
see me - .ne he was looking after Kelly’s 
interests, and I thought he was an attorney 
and asked no further questions.” 


HAS NO ATTORNEY. 

Kelly has no attorney in Philadelphia. 
Without having made a direct and ‘con- 
nected statement about his movements for 
the two weeks after ifs {ndietmefit on Sept. 
8, Kelly has intimated strongly that he 
escaped from St. Louis disguised as a 
Catholic priest. 

“If I had been dressed as a prieet you 
would never have known me,”’ was one of 
his remarks on the train from New York 
to Philadelphia. 

It developed at’the Philadelphia police 
station that Kelly’s hat box contained a 
tall hat, such _ as might be worn by a cler- 
ical person, and that in his grip is the 
remaining essential priestly garb, a black 
suit, buttuned close about the neck. 

When Kelly was asked directly whether 
he had disguised himself in order to get 
out of St. Louts, he laughed and said: 
“That is one of the details I am saving 
for my book.’ 

Kelly admitted that he had met Ardy 
Sullivan, Butler's “bookkeeper, in Europe. 
but said that Sullivan did not go abroad 
with him. The two occupied adjoining 
staterooms on ‘the Celtic. 


AVOIDED EADS BRIDGE. 


“Conductor, do the Vandalia trains enter 


St. Lonis over the HBads bridge?’ Kelly 
asked on the train Friday. “I don’t want 
to go into St. Louis that way.”’ This would 


indicate that Kelly took a train over the 
Merchants’ bridge in leaving the city, and 
departed from sotne of the stations In 
North St. Louis. 

When asked where he secured his trans- 
portation, Kelly said it had been furnished 
by a “‘friend,”’ but would mention no names. 

Kelly stopped at the best hotels during his 
residence abroad. At all of them he was 
“KE. 8S. Scanlan.””’ He was a guest at the 
Cecil in London, the Shelbourne in Dub- 
lin, the Grand in Naples, the Grand Con- 
tinental in Rome, the Palace in Milan, the 
Adelphi in Liverpool, the Grand Continental 
in Parts and the Grand Hotels in Genoa 
and Nice. He made two visits to Paris. 

From Nice Kelly made a trip to Monte 
Carlo, where he stopped for two days. 

He gave Oct. 27 as the date of an episode 
near the Lakes of Killarney in Ireland, 

About his sojourn in Canada, Kelly was 
reticent. He said he had stopped at the 


Queen's Hotel, Toronto, and had sailed for 
Europe from a Canadian port, but would 
give no further particulars. 

Kelly took with him from St. Louis a 
number of newspapers containing his pic- 
ture and description.

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Judge Ryan this morning decided that the 
foregoing section of the Missouri statyjes, 
applied to Edward Butler. A millionaire 
several times over the former political boss 
is nevertheless as inconsequential as a dead 
map so far as the law in concerned, All 
his wealth will not enable him to go on the 
bond of even a petty criminal.

DELAYS JOINT ULTIMATUM 


Convinced That United States Will Not 
Protect, It Probably Will Agree 
to England’s Terms, 


BERLIN, Dec. 1—President Castro of 
Venezuela handed probably on Thursday 
last, to the German minister at Caracas, a 
written acceptance of part of Germany's 
claims, sufficiently comprehensive to delay

In adiition to the Cuban matter the Sen- 
ate has pending a dozen or more reciprocity 
treaties. all of which should be acted on. 

Perhaps the most important bill pending 
before the House is that providing for the 
establishment of a department of com- 
merce. It has already passed the Senate. 
and only the favorable action of the House 
is needed to make it effective. 

The shipping subsidy bill, for which Sen- 
ators Hanna and Frye made so strong a 
fight at the beginning of the ‘ast preceding 
session, is also before the House.

DELINQUENT DUES THE CAUSE 


WENT TO BUROPE TO FINANCE 
BIG DEALS THERE, 


Alexander Konta’s absence in Europe will 
cost him his seat on the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change. Judge Wood this morning dissolved 
the temporary t{njunction issued some time 
ago at the instance of Konta who asked 
that the Exchange be prohibited from de- 
claring him expelled for the non-payment 
of dues. 

The case is one of unusual interest to the 
members of the Stock Bxchange. Konta 
in his petition declared his seat was worth 
$7000, and that he had been" deprived of it 
wrongfully. 

Konta is one of the pioneer business men 
of the city. He was a charter member of 
the old St. Louis Stockbrokers’ Associa- 
tion, but before that body was absorbed 
by the Merchants’ Exchange Konta was 
called to Europe to finance some scheme 
for the great Kinglish bankers, Baring Bros. 
Among other deals he put through suc- 
cessfully was the development of large 
marble quarries in Italy. His work kept 
him a number of yeags. During all his ab- 
sence he alleges he ceived no notice of 
his lapse in dues and was not aware he 
was delinquent. 


Did Not Intend 
to Withdraw, He Says. 

Konta admits that he was considerably 
dissatisfied with the methods of conduct- 
ing the old exchange and with its location 
and that: he had frequently talked with 
members urging the formation of a new 
exchange. He declares, however, he had 
no intention to withdraw from the exchange 
if his ideas in that respect were not acted 
upon. 

The officers of the exchange assert that 
Konta’s mail was forwarded to him reg- 
ularly and that [t contained various notices 
of his delinquency. They assert teo, that 
Konta had an agent here named Tenbroeck 
and that it was the agent’s duty to find 
out the status of Konta’s membership. 

In 1901 Konta was expelled from the ex- 
change for nonpayment of dues. As soon 
as he learned of the action he obtained 

emporary injunction restraining the of- 
ficers of the exchange from expelling him 
from that body. 

Judge Wood heard arguments for and 
against the dissolution of the injunction 
afterward asking the attorneys to submit 
briefs. 

The decision this morning was given 
after an exhaustive examination of the 
authorities cited in the briefs.

EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYED.

The great trouble with a man in middle 


life, or in more advanced years, is thai 
when he tries to argue on any question— 
especially the labor question—he is apt to 
talk unconsciously from the standpoint of 
things as they used to be. : 

The average conservative man epeaks of 
how harmontously he used to get along 
with his employer without the aid of labor 
unions, and he tells us that there were 
next to no strikes in those good old days. 

This man seems to forget that there are 
millions of workingmen today who have 
no employer, in the sense of a personal re- 
lationship between servant and master. If 
the old days the employer, perhaps, lived 
on the same street with his workman, and 
sat in the next pew in church. 

But it’s a wise man who knows his own 
employer today. He may be made up of 
10 or a score or 100,000 men, scattered all 
over the country, who never see the men at 
work in their iactories, and are utterly re- 
moved from all sympathetic ani personal 
touch? Furthermore, the employer has 
propakly pooled his entire investment with 
other investments like it, and a giant trust 
controls: the whole. 

Ask the ordinary mill hand in Lowell who 
his employer is, and he may point to the 
moon. The empkyer is the “‘cuvrporation,”’ 
a soulless, impe.sonal entity without any 
of the attrifutes that made an employer in 
the sense of our fathers. 

It is the trust that is destroying the ele- 
ment of personality in the employer. Hence 
the labor union becomes necessary. “Things 
have changed entirely since the old days, 
and the old-timer. However sincere he may 
be, -is usually talking to himself.

‘American Ambassador Says Traveling 


There Is Not Difficult. 

PARIS, Dec. 1.-—Charlemagne Tower, the 
newly appointed United States ambassador 
to Germany, who is in Paris, said: 

“Stories one hears about the difficulty 
and danger of traveling in Russia are, like 
most sensational things written and spoken 
about that country, absolutely invention, It 
is true that one requires a passport, but, if 
it is properly used, it ig never looked at 
after one passes the border. 

“Traveling in Russia is the most com- 
fortabie of all countries in Europe, and is 
attended with almost as great a degree of 
comfort as in the United States. 

“Indeed, on some long distance trains, 
they even have bathrooms. In a short time 
he service of Russian railways will be as 
good as our own. 

“Prince Khilkoff, minister of ways and 
‘communications, had practical oe 
n the raiiroad shops at Altoona, Pa., and 
has thoughly studied American methods. 
The train service of Russia is modeled 
*losely on American lines, and whatever is 
vest in ours is being adopted there. 

“It is amazing even to the Russians them- 
selves to behold the development of Si- 
eria. Since the building of the Trans- 
siberian Railway it is becoming a great 
rrazing country.’

Husband of Clairvoyant Says That a 
Mental Question, Asked Probably 
by Murderer Himself

, Mrs. Jeanette Vail, a traveling trance me- 
dium and clairvoyant. 

| Mr. and Mrs. Vail describe themselves 

as traveling hypnotists. Dr. Augustus N. 
| Vail regards hypnotism ag a science and 
|considers that he is doing the world a 
service in initiating p@fsons at a nominal! 
| charge in the mysteries of the cult. Dr. 
Vail gives what might be called exhibi- 
tions of practical hypnotism, while his 
| more versatile wife is an expert in what 
her nusband calls clairvoyance or the last 
stages of ay pace. 

It was while in this 
"otism or Wednesday night- that the 
trance medium atartied her audience by 
revealing the details of a brutal murder 
which was committed ten years ago ona 
lonely hill near Old Bridge and whose per- 
petrators have never been brought to jus- 
tice. 

More Expected 

at Next Seance. 

Dr. Vail and his wife are still staying 
at Old Bridge. They will give a final per- 
formance there this evening. A reporter 
found them at their boarding house after 
a long drive over the dark and lonely 
road on which the murder, Which Mrs. 
Vail dramaticaily described, had ‘been com- 
mitted. . 

Tne hypnotist is a small man of pleas- 
ing address. Mrs. Vail is a_ distinctly 
healthy ‘looking woman, 5 feet 5 inches high 
and weighing about 14) pounds. he has 
sma!l gray eyes and light chestnut hair 
which she wears simply coiled on top of 
her head. 

“After I have been in a trance,’’ she said 
to the reporter, ‘I never remember what 
TI have seen or said. People have told me 
since that I described a murder that took 
place here several wears ago and that I 
mentioned 2 robbery that occurred in this 
neighborhood and described the robbers 
in detall. But I don’t remember it. How 
ean I tell you anything about it?’’ 

“But, my dear,.”’ said her husband, “‘T 
was present. I know that you aid these 
things. You have my word for it.”’ Then, 
turning to the reporter, he added: 


Question From 

Unknown Source. 

“It was the most dramatic incident I 
ever witnessed. When my wife comes 
on the stage at our performances she is 


in q state of hypnotic trance. Persons 
in the audience are requested to ngk her 
questions—net audibly, cf course, but just 
in their own minds—and she answers them 
_from the stage. 

“On Wednesday nieht someone in the au- 
dience--I can’t tell from whose mind the 
inquiry came—asked my wife if she could 
tell anything about a certain murder that 
was committed in Old Bridge several years 
ago. She vilectrified everyone present by 
describing the scene of the crime and the 
manner in which it was committed and 
wound up by saying that one of the mur- 
derers had been. killed tn a railroad wreck 
and that the other was in the audience. 

“T believe she-was actually abcut to give 
the name of the murderer when 1 jumped 
up on the stage and pullled her oft. She 
was tremendously excited and trembling 
all over. | 

“You can imagine the effect of the scene 
on the audience. You can fancy the feelings 
of the guilty man, who had lived here prob- 
ably respected for all these years, and who 
found himself on the very edge of discovery, 
perhaps because of his own inability to 
stop thinking of the crime. For it is my 
opinion that the question about the murder 
was asked by the murderer himself. He 
was perhaps sceptical, and did not know of 
the harm that would come from asking the 
question in his own mind.

“When we were in Rockway, N. J., some 
time ago,’’ continued Mr. Vail, ‘“‘my wife 
predicted a large hotel fire in the town in 


a short time, and a week later the Denville 
Hotel was burned to the ground. 

In the same town she told a lady that 
her child would die that night, and the 
whiole town is aware of the fact that it 
did die, as my wife predicted. She predicted 
the death in Durham, Conn., of Miss Hart, 
known as the Queen of Violet Painters, 
and it oceurred soon after. At Trumbull, 
in the same state, the postmaster had lost 
a valuable plece of property, and at one of 
our exhibitions asked my wife a mental 
question as to its whereabouts. 

“The thief,’’ exclaimed Mrs, Vail, ‘is in 
this audience. I will give him until tomor- 
row night to restore the property. If it {s 
not done by that time I will denounce him 
from the stage. Next morning,”’ added the 
little doctor triumphantly. ‘‘the postmas- 
ter’s property was returned to him.” 

The police of New Brunswick told a re- 
porter that if Mrs. Vail would go into a 
trance and assist them to: locate the Old 
Bridge murderer as well as the gg, mage 
of some Garing robberies which have oc- 
curred in the last six months, they would 
be much obliged.

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NATIONAL BANKS GROWING 


Elasttic Currency Advocated to Assist 
in Removing Crops Without Em- 
barrassing the Country. * 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 1.—W. B. Ridgley. 
comptroller of the currency, has submitted 
his report to Congress. In it, he says: 

On Sept. 15, 1902, the date of the last call, 
4601 associations reported, with aggregate Te- 


sources of $6,113,928,012.50, The loans and dis- 
counts amounted to $3,208,127,480.u¥, or more 
than 50 per cent of the total resources of he 
banks. The items of surpius and undivided 
profits amounted respectively to $326,393,053.66 
and $169,216,512.08. The individual deposits 
reached the highest point in the ex‘stence of the 
national banking system, §3,200,273,83.03. There 
was due fo approved reserve agents, other national 
banks, state banks and bankers, trust companies 
and savings banks the sum of $1,200.841.283.89. 
‘From Sept. 30, 1901, to Sept. 15, 1902, there 
Was an -increase of $415,581,617.54 in the aggre- 
gate resources of the reporting bauks, the principal 
it ms of interest being loans and discounts, $261,- 
011,562.20; United States bonds, $12,570,520§ due 
from national and other banks, $%35,217,372.29.

680 60° dividual deposits of $271,520, 
Comparing conditions on Sept. 30, 1892, witb 
those socwn in the last report, it will be seen 
that the number of active associations has in- 
coeneees from 8773 to 4601, or a net increase of 
$28. The aggregate resources of the associations 
increased during the decade $2,608,854,016; loans 
and discounts, $1,109,086,398: bonds on deposit as 
security for circulation, $1fe) 978,460, and specie 
and legal tender notes, $157,119.741 and $87,489, - 
O73 Te pectively. While the capital of the as£o- 
clations increased only to th@ extent of $18,962,402, 
the surplus and undivided profits are now greater 
than in 1892 by $165,086, 287. The volume of in- 
dividual deposits increased from $1,705.422,984 to 
$8,200,273,804, or nearly 82 per cent. While out- 
standing circulation bes increased $174,568.511. or 
over 122 per cent, there was no material increase 
until subseguent to March 4, 1900, the date of the 
act authorizing the issue of circulation to the 
par value of bonds on deposit. 


Porte Rico may ‘have a United States 
bank, though it requires some red tape 
to establish it.’ Concerning this point Mr. 
Ridgely says: 


The question of the authority of the comp 
troller of the currency to charter .a national bank 
In Porto Rico was submitted to the attorney- 
general, who, under date of June, 1900, gave it as 
Lis opinion that there seemed ‘‘to be in the struc- 
ture of the national banking laws po general pro- 
visions which cannot be carried into fate and 
effect in Porto Rico equally with all the various 
states and territories to which laws were 
oviginally applied. I can find no reasen to hold 
that the statute relative to the organization 
and powers of national banks hae not by section 14 
of the Porto Rican act * * * extended to 
the island. The language of the section is broad 
enough, and in my opinion does authorize ihe 
organization and carrying on of national banks in 
Torte Rico.”’ 

As citizens of Porto Rico are not characterized 
as citizens of the United States by congressional 
enactment, the position was taken that to effect 
the organization of a national bank would require 
at least five of the shareholders to be elected 
as directors to be citizens of the United States, 
and that at least three-fourths of the number 
residents of the island for at least one year 
prior to their election and during thelr conti!n- 
uance in office. Pending the existence of con- 
ditions which would enable this provision of the 
law to be complied with, certain citizens of the 
United States organised the Americal Colonia! 
Bank, under authority of a charter obtained 
from the State of West Virginia, which inetitution 
has been in operation for some time. appli- 
cation for authority to organize the First National 
Bank of Porto Rico at San Juan, by those in- 
terested in the bank na was renewed from 
time to time, until in the early part of November, 
1902, it was possible to comply with the condl- 
tions precedent to the organization of the asso- 
clation. The bank was chartered on Nov. 10, 
with a capital of $100,000, and a board of 4i- 
rectors elected who are citizens of the United 
States, and the requisite proportion residents also 
of the island. It is understood to be the inten- 
tion of the organtzers to gradually liquidate the 
American Colonial Bank and transfer its business 
to the First National Bank of Porto Rico, and to 
increase the capital stock as conditions may de- 
mand. 

Of the world's banking power, Mr. Ridge- 
ly says: 

The banking power of the world in 1890—that Is, 
capital, surpias profits, note issues and deposits — 
as e6tated by the late M. G. Mulhall, was £3,107,- 
000,000, as follows: 

United Kingdom, £910,000,000; continental Du- 
rope, £1,037,000,000; Australia, Oanada, Oape Coi- 
ony, Argentina and Uruguay, £220.000,000, and 
United States, £1,030,000,000. In 1804 Mr. Maurice 
L. Muhleman calculated the banking power of the 
world at £3,015,000,000, 

From statistics published by the London Chron- 
icle for June Jast and incorporating therewith the 
most recent returns relating to the savings banks 
of the United Kingdom, the banking ;ower of 
that country is shown to be £1,206,000,000, an in- 
crease of 32% per cent since 1890. Assuming the 
same trate of increase in continental Burope, the 
Engliah colonies and Argentina and Uruguay, 
thelr power amounts to £1,874,000,000 and £202,- 
000,000, respectively. ‘The king funds in Bul- 
garia, Greece, Roumania, Servia and Turkey were 
not included in the Mulhall statement, but are 
given at £50,000,000 for the current year. 

The capital, surplus prafits and circulation of all 
banks in the United States are definitely known, 
and from reports obtained the comptroller of 
the currency from national nks, state officials 
and from the banke direct the deposits of over 77 
per cent of the banks in operation. The deposits 
of 28 per cent of the banks have been carefully
